How They Were I'nsfcd to M«»«*» the Amer­ 
ican Advance, 
That the Spaniards ware thoroughly 
posted as to th* route to he taken by 
the Americans in th ir movement to­ 
wards Hi villa was ev ident, as shown by 
the careful preparations they had made 
I ho main body 
of the Spaniards was 
posted on a hill uri th< heavily 
wooded 
slopes of which hod been erected two 
blockhouses, flanked 
by 
irregular ln- 
ttenehments of stone and fallen trees. 
At the bottom of the* 
hills run two 
roads along which Lieutenant Colonel 
Roosevelt’s men and eight troops of the 
First and Tenth cavalry, with 
a ba t ­ 
tery of four howitzeri- advanced. These 
roads are but little more than gullies 
rough and narrow, and at places almost 
impassable. 
In these trails the fight 
occurred. 
Nearly half a mile separated 
Roosevelt's men from the regulars, and 
between them and on both sides of the 
road in the thick underbrush was con­ 
cealed a large force of Spaniards, 
The fight was opened by thf First and 
Tenth cavalry under General Young. A 
force of Spaniards was known to be in 
the vicinity of La Quasina, and early in 
the morning Lieutenant Colonel Roose­ 
velt’s men started off up the precipitous 
bluff hack of Slhoney 
to attack 
the 
Spaniards on their right flank, General 
Young at the same time taking the road 
at the foot of the bill. 
About two and 
a half miles out from Slbon* y some C u­ 
bans, breathless and excited, rushed Inti 
camp with the announcement that the 
Spaniards were but a little way Infront, 
and were strongly entrenched.

the Hotchkiss guns out in the front 
were brought to the rear, while a strong 
scouting line was thrown out.

car seats and other 
debris.

if, a s it rr a y 
ha ve been, Oa kwood ha s In o ther 
y ea rs 
been pla nted to roses a s co mpletely , It 
ha s a t a ny ra te never before been

a glow with the bloom of them through 
one whole morth, giving the delight 
ful evidence tha t J une tna y of a truth 
bo a “ month of roses.” 
And sure it is 
tha t never before wa s there a tithe of 
the flowers pla nted in pla ts throughout 
our cemetery tha t now gra ce it; nor 
did such pla nts ever thrive better 
T he T e le gr a p h rejoice» the more 
over such evidences of tidiness a nd 
ta de a nd a im a t the bea utiful, in tht 
ma na gement of this pla ce of common 
a nd most tender interest, from the fa ct 
tha t wo ha ve not a lwa y s ha d it so.

wa rd the south we should ha ve come 
upon the unmista ka ble “ three links” 
of Odd Fellowship, showing on the 
ra ised plot of the Da ughters of Re 
beka h.

the Peo ria Avenue Rea ding Club ha ve 
a pretty circula r bed of flowers. 
And 
nea r theirs is a recta ngle spa ce which 
the la dies of the Chri-ta n church ha ve 
pla nted to gera niums a nd ca nna s.

E d it o r s D ixo n T e l e g r a p h : 
T he camp is now the scene of re­ 
m arkable military activity and disci­ 
pline. Those who think tha t a soldier’s 
life is a la/.y one need but to see, or to 
experience, to be convinced of the con 
trary. 
The soldier’s day is a long one, 
extending from 5:30 a. m. to 9 p. m 
D aring the day every soldier is expect­ 
ed to do police duty and drill work and 
respond to roll call and mess call. 
In 
doing police duty one must go through 
a process something 
like 
cleaning 
house—clean the inside of the tent and 
sweep the street in front of his quar­ 
ters. 
Beside these general police du 
ties there is special detail police work, 
which consists of digging sinks and, 
burying the garbage and off-falls from 
the army mess. 
This branch of the 
United States Army service is an ab­ 
solute necessity in order to prevent 
disease. This department is under the 
supervision of Major E. Yallrath, of 
the Eighth Ohio. 
Major Vallrath is 
also on the division staff. 
These pre­ 
cautions help to prevent any great 
amount of sickness, and I am glad to 
say tha t I have just learned from our 
regimental surgeon, Dr. C. A. Bobbins, 
tha t only two from Company G are in 
the hospital. 
Private Long is in the 
division hospital, and possibly may be 
discharged from the service. 
Private 
Christie is in the regimental hospital, 
but Dr. Bobbins expects to dismiss him 
tomorrow, 
There is now a great de­ 
mand for enlistments in the United 
States army hospital service. 
Two 
hundred recruits are want id here for 
th is line of work. 
The general health 
of Company G is good. 
The drill work is divided into four 
periods:
